On the line is tight end Brian White who 
was a receiver last year and John Muta, the 
other tackle. 

Definite at center is Craig Rupp. 

The guard position has “four boys giving a 
good go at it." Out for that position are Don 
Fallon, a junior: Brian Hunter, a senior; 
Pete Gillette, and Fred Mancuso. 

The wide receiver spot is still "up in the 
air." according to the head coach. Four play¬ 
ers seeking that spot are Tony Cortese, the 
"leading candidate”; Joe Kielar, a senior; 
Brian Petrosky, a sophomore; and Matt 
Larkin, a junior.

In addition to his players. Miller, who is 
returning to the Charger head football coach 
position after several years' absence, is 
“very, very pleased at the work of my 
assistants.” 

Ihe assistants John I.asavage, Ken 
Rupp. Don Rupp, and Mike Lisowski — 
have shown their true dedication by their 
work during the past five months, Miller 
concluded.

Equipment- and personnel-wise, the 
MICU will be second to none in the state, 
Dan O’Rourke, one of the leaders in the 
drive to bring the unit to reality, told the 
Carbondale Mirror in a story last week.

(The following is an excerpt froma radio 
script of The Lone Ranger of June. 1948. in 
which the Ranger was talking to his teenage 
nephew. Dan Reid, answering the question 
of what was meant by our “American Herit¬ 
age."

And you must 
build. It is your duty to make this a greater 
nation to build homes and farms and 
villages mills, factories and great cities.
